Several years since Tub Ledokk inau- 
gurated a crusade against the toilgatlicr- 
ers. in that they were a hindrance to 
commerce, an oppression on the people, 
and the relics of an age that has long 
passed in the progressive portions of this 
country. 

Its warfare was against the system, 
anil nut against the owners of the roads. 

In its fight it had to combat an opposi- 
tion that had become strong either 
through self-interest or through preju 
dice

And when the Fiscal Court, acting 
under legislation that TnE Lkduek con 
tended was ample to cover all contingen- 
cies, appointed its agents to begin the 
Work of repairing roads that had already 
been transferred to the county and con 
strueting new ones, and levying a tax of 
20 cents on each f 100 to pay for the same, 
the opponents of the measure went be 
fore Judgo Harbeson and sought to enjoin 
the collection of the tax. 

That being refused, they then went be- 
fore Judge Hazelrigg of the Court of 
Appeals, and that gentleman granted the 
injunction, pending a full hearing of the 
case in the Mason Circuit Court. 

Upon the presentation of the facts and 
Argument before Judge Harbeson he dis- 
solved the injunction, when the turnpike 
men carried their cause to the Appellate 
Court 

The cu9B was ably conducted by Judge 
W. 11. Holt of Frankfort, Hons. E L. 
Worthington, Garretl S. Wall, George 
\V. Adair and L. W. Galbraith of this 
city for Mason county, and by Senator 
William Lindsay of Frankfort and 
Messrs Cochran and Wadsworth and L. 
W. Robertson of this city for tho turn 
I ike folks. 

Some month or more since the case was 
presented before the Court of Appeals, 

And Friday a telegram was received 
from Frankfort saying that the Judgment 
of Judge llarbeson had been affirmed by 
the highest Court In the state

that Mason county cau now proceed to 
"Make Travel Free" Just as soon as she 
likes!

Eait St. Lor is, May So.-East St. 
Louis Is waking from itastupor of terror 
and things arc beginning now to «hape 
themselves to the amelioration of the 
condition of afflicted and preservation 
of the property left after the feast of 
the hurricane. 

A relief committee has been formed 
with an auxiliary woman's corps. 
Money is being subscribed, the town ie 
thoroughly policed with local con- 
stabulary and two companies of mili- 
tia, streets are being cleared, homes 
made habitable and a foeblo effort at 
being cheerful to the distress is being 
made by the townspeople. 

The bright sunshine has served tt 
lighten somewhat the loud of sorrow, 
but now in their sober moments this 
completeness of the disaster appears 
the more appalling. 

Nothing had been done to clear away 
the wreckage which still lay piled as 
the elements had thrown it indiscrim- 
inately. Dead horses abounded, and 
already sickening odors arose into the 
night air. With the appearance of the

The lists of dead which have been 
hitherto .printed have of necessity 
been full of errors. Men were reported 
dead who were missing and have since 
turned up; false identifications were 
made, names confused by mislnforma- 
qtion and misspelling, so that there 
have been nlready printed the name 
of more than have really been found. 

There are unquestionably many per- 
sons who have been killed whose dis- 
appearance has not been noted. As 
yet very meager reports of the awful 
work done by the cyclone in Missouri 
and Illinois have reached this city. 
Enough is known, however, to show 
that many lives were lost and thou- 
sands of dollar* damage done. 

8t. Louia, May 30.— Forgetting every 
personal interest that clashes with the 
work of mercy, the people of this city 
who escaped the fury of the storm 
have incessantly ministered to the suf- 
fering of the luckless thousands. Since 
the dreadful 20 minutes of disaster 
Wednesday evening no thought has 
been given to property losses. The worst 
it now known, however, and the 
work of computing material losses 
has begun. As the world knows, the 
greater number of sufferers are small 
property owners. Theso individual 
losses are small, but they aggregate 
the larger part of the whole. A survey 
of the district made Friday shows that 
over three thousand houses have been 
damaged or wholly destroyed. These 
were mainly residences of the middle 
classes, shop keepers and mechanics. 
The damage to church property was 
particularly severe. 

In the territory along the levee, 
Main, Second and Third from Wash- 
ington to Market, the Joss will figure 
up fully one million. From Main to 
Eighth and from O'Fallon south to 
Franklin, the loss is half a million. A 
class of hard working people occupy 
this territory. 

Id tho territory south from Market 
to Chouteau, along Uroadway and east 
to the river front, a million and a half 
will hardly cover the loss. Southward 
along Hroudway from Chouteau avenue 
to Lafayette avenue and embracing the 
territory eastward to the river prop- 
erty has been destroyed to lhe extent 
of $750,000. From the Lafayette 
Avenue bank south to Soulard the 
storm's fury wreaked awful vengeance. 
The loss sustained was $050,000. 
Hardly a building on either side of 
Broadway was spared. They were oc- 
cupied by prosperous retail stores, rep- 
resenting the energy aud thrift of 
n lifetime. Embracing all the 
district south of Soulard from the riv 
er, west to city limits, the loss to real- 
denors and business property is esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. Doing north again 
a»d taking in all the territory up to 
the city hospital the dumage figures 
$1,000,000. 

Ia the Immediate vicinity of the hos- 
pital another million is represented. 
Northeast of the hospital property has 
been destroyed to the extent of $1,000,- 
whUe Lafayette park and vlqlulty

from Lafayette park and north to 
Choteau avenue the lose la $R,000,- 
000. Down Choteau from Jeffer- 
son nvenue to Seventh street 

and north to the railroad trncks$3,000.- 
000 Is damaged. Along Park nvenue 
from Tenth to Seventh and north on 
Seventh to Market, 84,500,000 will about 
cover the loss The distress and disas- 
ter through this section are appalling. 
Tho remaining $4,150,000 is scattered 
through tho central, 'western and 
northwestern portions of the city. It 
includes damages to crops and public 
buildings. 

Damages to school property is 8100,000. 
Nearly all south St Louis is practi- 
cally destroyed. Wrecked buildings 
and those partly damaged can not be 
repaired. It will be fully two years 
before the efTects of the hurricane are 
effaced. 

Many hundreds of the homeloss are 
already receiving assistance from the 
relief committee. The greatest demand 
is for food nnd clothing, as those w bo 
have roofs over their heads are sharing 
their homes with their less fortunate 
neighbors. 

Up to s.'vcn o'clock Friday night 12* 
bodies have been identified and los un- 
identied dead are lying on the slabs at 
the morgue. There arc HO dead bodies 
lying upon the slabs at the city morgue 
awaiting Identification. 

At nine o'clock Friday night the list 
of identified dead in Eust St. Louis is 
unchanged at 87.
